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Haw-Haw Bites Himself 

Through constant shock to their con- 
sciences and their intelligences, Americans 
have become largely callous to totalitarian 
brazenness, but even that hardened imper- 
viousness can sometimes be pierced by the 
amazing propaganda of the German publicity 
machine. Now comes from the German short 
wave station the latest and crudest of tor- 
tuous reasonings around the truth. 

Lord Haw-Haw, that perverted self-expatri- 
ate from British freedom who now bellows 
across the air waves for the glorification of 
Hitlerism, recently pronounced the German 
version of Japanese villainy and in so doing 
well nigh created a monument to stupidity or 
a plaque to prevarication. Japan, said Lord 
Haw-Haw, today roams the east in tigerish lust, 
solely because the United States drove her to 
it by showing Japan how well Americans 
lived! The Japanese, he said, were quietly 
tending their own gardens until Perry sailed 
upon them and showed them the progress of 
American industry and until the Peace of 
Portsmouth blighted their hopes of a continued 
peace! Had the United States, Haw-Haw con- 
tinued, never disturbed Japan’s calm by show- 
ing her a better life, the Japanese would not 
now be ravaging China. 

This cry of apology from the nation which 
has linked itself with murder throughout the 
world, coming from that citadel of arch- 
tyranny, is so utterly absurd as to deceive no 
one, not even, we suspect, Haw-Haw himself. 
To blame the Christian for the heathen 
crimes or the law-abiding citizen for the state 
of a criminal is as complete a perversion of 
the Hegelian doctrine of the bipartite exist- 
ence yet revealed to us. 

One might as well blame the goodness of 
Jesus for the treachery of Judas or John D. 
Rockefeller for the criminal acts of Al Capone. 
As Haw-Haw insists, Capone was just a pleas- 
ant sort of chap who happened to see that 
Rockefeller lived better than he and who, 
therefore, set about bettering himself in this 
cruel world. 

Such reasoning of the criminal mind is not 
a new thing; on the contrary it is typical of 
accused criminals that they blame their en- 
vironment, their associates, the rich, or the 
police for their crimes. They, themselves, are 
never responsible, they insist. 

In the halcyon days of this war, before 
the ruthless armies of Der Fuehrer began 
trampling across the world, Britishers listened 
with great amusement to the witticism of 
Lord Haw-Haw. His shrewd misunderstandings 
of British temperament, his unbelievable 
awareness of British news, and his pathetic 
efforts to divide English classes were the sole 
relief from the grimness of the war. News- 
papers announced his talks in advance, and 
the democratic government of England, unlike 
the German which declared as traitors any 
German who tuned in on a foreign station 
and learned the truth, indulged this humor. 

But as the German hopes of a quick de- 
struction of Britain were blighted, Haw-Haw 
became less and less amusing, his speech grew 
more vitriolic, and his reason more and more 
distorted. Today there is no laughter in Brit- 
ish hearts for the crudities of this rogue. His 
yenom pours out like acid scum across the air. 
Democracy has asserted its convictions, not in 
the totalitarian and dictatorial decree of one 
man who decides what his people may hear, 
but in the reasoned choice of a free people. 
Britons no longer listen to Haw-Haw.

We Are To Blame 

Atlantans should have been shocked on 
Monday morning when they read that the to- 
tal of traffic fatalities in the city for 1940 
already equals the total for the entire 12 
months of 1939. In this, one of the most vital 
concerns of the city, if not the most vital, it is 
uncontradictable that instead of progressing 
we have gone backwards this year. 

It is futile to lay the blame on traffic con- 
ditions, on the police department or on any 
other physical condition. The truth is, if we 
are honest about it, that the blame must rest, 
chiefly, upon the automobile drivers of the 
city, which means practically all of us. 

For several years the toll of traffic acci- 
dents has steadily improved. Perhaps we have 
grown too complacent, too confident. What- 
ever the reason, cars are crashing with too 
great frequency, passengers and pedestrians 
are dying. And it is simplest logic to say that 
when cars crash, or pedestrian is struck, 
someone is to blame. 

The 25-mile-per-hour speed limit is being 
reasonably obeyed. It is rare, nowadays, to 
see drivers who grossly disobey that regula- 
tion. The traffic signals and rules are reason- 
ably well observed. 

There are individuals who are seen, now 
and then, failing to stop at stop signs, run- 
ning over red lights and, more frequently, 
passing other cars on the wrong side. It is 
these violators of what they may regard as 
minor regulations, who are primarily respon- 
sible for the increased traffic fatality score. 
For it is of such actions that accidents are 
made. 

There is yet more than two months to go 
in 1940. We can only equal last year’s record 
in fatalities if we do not have another this 
year. It must be remembered, too, that the 
winter months now near are the worst insofar 
as traffic hazard goes. It is up to the citizens 
themselves to exercise extremest care if more 
souls are not to be hurtled into eternity from 
the clanging bumpers of accident cars. 


If the jobholder alludes to the public’s 
funds as “dough,” you have about all you need 
to know of him, his outlook and his philosophy. 


War, and Living Costs 

It is inevitable that, with war ravaging a 
large section of the world and with this coun- 
try accelerating its program of national de- 
fense and aid to Britain, the cost of living will 
advance. 

First evidence of this tendency is seen in 
the report of the National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board for September. The cost of living 
for that month rose one-half of one per cent 


‘over the preceding month. A dollar, last month, 


would buy less in essentials for the average 
wage earner than in any September since 1929. 

The increase was small and need cause no 
alarm. In fact, with the rising rate of employ- 
ment and the expanding of the industrial 
armament program, the increase in total 
wages means that the wage earners of the na- 
tion are vastly better off, despite this frac- 
tional decrease in the purchasing value of the 
dollar. 

So long as there are more and more jobs 
available, with better wages, such small 
changes in living costs will have little effect 
upon the average home.

Flynn was seconded by members 
of the President’s personal entourage, who are inclined to blame the 
campaign’s languor on Flynn himself, but see the practical wisdom 
of making use of the Rooseveltian drawing power. 

It must be added, however, that the President did not need 
much persuasion to throw off his elaborate facade of passivity. 
Behind the facade, he has been chafing angrily for some time. 

He never liked Wendell L, Willkie. As an irreverent politician 
who knows them both remarked, “‘The two men are too much alike 
to get on.” They developed an antipathy for each other during 
their early meetings to discuss New Deal utilities policy. During 
the TVA fight the antipathy ripened into genuine detestation. Now 
Willkie’s visitors are impressed by the sharply personal tone of his 
remarks about the President, while the President’s friends are some- 
times a little surprised to find how far beneath his skin the Re- 
publican challenger has managed to get. For some time the Presi- 
dent has been privately accusing Willkie of perverting the facts— 
he sometimes uses a harsher, brief word—and declaring his longing 
for a chance to answer. 


NOT MEALY-MOUTHED Under the circumstances, it can be 


anticipated that the President’s five 
scheduled “political” speeches will be anything but mealy-mouthed. 
The chances are that he will not abandon his practice of refusing 
to mention Willkie’s name, but his intention to tag Willkie with 
some pretty disagreeable epithets will be abundantly clear all the 
same. 

As the plan is at the moment, the President’s speeches will be 
chiefly devoted to three main topics: The adequacy of his national 
defense program, which Willkie has questioned; the problem of 
unemployed, for which Willkie has called him responsible, and the 
so-called “peace issue,” on which other Republicans have ham- 
mered more heavily than the candidate. 

At least one speech will be devoted to an elaborate exposition 
of what has been done to speed national defense. On the unem- 
ployment problem there will, of course, be a recurrence of his 
favorite theme, the comparison between the state of the country in 
March, 1933, and at present. In the discussion of the “peace issue,” 
renewed and strengthened promises not to lead the country into 
war may be fairly confidently expected. Finally, the not too credit- 
able record of Republicans in congress, both on national defense 
and on foreign policy, will receive rather minute attention. If any- 
thing, the President’s advisers fear that, being personally angry, 
he may wish to use language so harsh as to be bad politics. 


THE PRESIDENT’S MEN The system of presidential speech- 


writing has changed sharply since 
the 1936 campaign, when addresses of all sorts were written to 
order by a special team of White House amanuenses composed of 
Judge Samuel I. Rosenman, Stanley High and Thomas G. Corcoran. 
Then the President rarely did much more than revise texts super- 
ficially, to bring them into line with his own tastes. Now High is 
out, and Corcoran, after a period of semiexile, has found a new 
field in organizing the Progressives for Roosevelt. Rosenman, the 
senior brain-truster, still helps with important speeches, and the 
President’s secretary, Stephen Early, and former Secretary of Com- 
merce Harry L. Hopkins do research and supply rough drafts. Re- 
cently Corcoran’s partner, Benjamin N. Cohen, has also been asked 
to help on research, but only because he gets on better with Early 
and Hopkins than Corcoran does. 

Besides the regular staff, departmental officials are asked to 
present drafts of statements affecting their departments, and such 
presidential friends as Ambassador to France William C. Bullitt 
are occasionally drawn on for aid. Bullitt did considerable work 
on the speech in September at the dedication of the Great Smoky 
Mountain National Park at Newfound Gap, Tenn., in which the 
President spoke of the need to put “long muscles on the American

points checked, the President makes his own corrections and the

GONE WITH THE WIND 


I am late getting around to this 
, story. Last week Andre Maurois, 
the famous French novelist and writer, was at a luncheon. He 
sat next to Miss Margaret Mitchell. It was the first meeting of 
the two writers. I was across the table where I could lend an 
attentive ear. 

“You know, Miss Mitchell,” he said, “I must tell you a story 
about your pook. A year and a half ago, when I left this country 
to go back home, my friends sent me many books to the ship. At 
least 10 of them must have been copies af your book. I took them 
home and I distributed them to friends. 

When the war came, one of my sons was in the air force. He 
likes to read. I sent him many books, but he could not read them. 
At last I gave him your book. It was the only one he could read. 
He told me how much he liked it and read it in what leisure he 
had in those first months of the war.” 

Margaret Mitchell was, of course, pleased. And she said she 
hoped the weight of the book hadn’t thrown M. John Maurois’ 
plane off balance. He assured her it had not. 

Every now and then I am amazed at the long reach of that 
novel which so long has been an international topic of conversa- 
tion. I had seen it on the book shelves of eight countries and 
brought home a pigskin-bound copy from Denmark containing 
those illustrations which so pleased the author. I had seen some 
of the interest in other countries. 

But the book had such a far reach. Soldiers liked it. It was 
read in the trenches and dugouts of Spain’s civil war, soldiers of 
both sides liking it. It had an appeal no one can explain unless it 
was the old appeal of lost liberties and the struggle to regain them; 
or a cause which ties men to it with great loyalty and passion. 

This story of a young French aviator, unable to reiax or rest, 
who found in the book a story which let him rest. It was a new 
and very real tribute to that most amazing book. 

The book is becoming a part of the folklore and language of 
the nation. One finds references to it in many books and news- 
paper articles. ‘The Stone of Chastity” uses it. “Scarlett” and 
“Rhett Butler” are becoming adverbs and adjectives. The other 
day I read of a football player in the east who spoke in a “Rhett 
Butler-like drawl.” 


WAR AND INSULIN The war has a long arm. It has reached 


into grocery and delicatessen stores, 
and, for some fantastic reason, raised prices of imported sardines 
There are shortages 
of choice imported cheeses. Certain needles no longer may be had. 
It has reached into liquor stores and taken the age guarantee off 
some grades of Scotch. It has created a shortage in some brands. 
So much, indeed, that among those who believe, as did Oscar Wilde, 
that work is the curse of the drinking classes, there was warm ap- 
proval of the destroyer sale which is calculated to enable Eng- 
land to keep open the sea lanes. 

It has reached into our homes and business in many ways which 
generally is not recognized. It has a long arm, has war, and it 
touches great and small things in our lives. 

It had never occurred to me to think about what drugs, »* 
necessary to the lives of many persons, might have been cut «® 
by the war. 

Ande Maurois told a tragic story of another son. This son re- 
quires insulin. He suffers from that mysterious upsetting of the 
sugar content of the blood, which condition can be controlled only 
by insulin. 

Insulin may not be had in parts of war-devastated Europe. Most 
of it comes from Canada and the United States. An no ships go 
to France and Belgium and to Holland where there are hundreds 
who need it. Whether it may be had in Germany is not known. 

Maurois has tried to send it by clipper. Whether it will get 
there no one knows. 

There are hundreds and hundreds of small things which the 
war has done which are great things in individual lives. But war, 
alas, is seen clearly only in its great massive aspects. We see, 
in our mind, the bombs fall and the buildings crash in London. 
We cannot see or feel the individual grief it brings. And that, 
perhaps, is best.

_ While minorities in Europe are persecuted and deprived of all 
rights, an American minority of 12 million may select the next 
president and thus makes itself arbiter of the nation’s destiny. 

The power is new, and the development of it is the saga of a 
race that rose from slavery to become the balance of power in the 
world’s greatest nation in less than a century. 

A few years ago the Negroes who voted were still loyal to 
Lincoln, and their reward was a few menial jobs in Washington. 

Then things began to happen. Negro athletes won contests of 
international importance and were treated as heroes. A Negro 
poet was lionized in Russia and Negro artists won fame in Europe, 
and white people honored them when they came home. Books 
by Negroes won national praise. Negroes were befriended by the 
wife of the President. Negro dances and Negro music set the 
standard for the nation. Colored people were climbing. 

But it was relief that taught them their power. The depression 
hurt them worse than any other group, for they were the poorest, 
and when relief enabled them to survive and in many instances 
made them more prosperous than they ever had been before, they 
were correspondingly grateful. They quit Abraham Lincoln and 
idolized Roosevelt. Their vote, which was almost solid, did much 
to complete the landslide of ’36. 

Politicians began to court them as no race had ever been court- 
ed before. Walter White, a Negro who easily passes as a white 
man, sat in the gallery in Washington and scared congressmen into 
voting for a measure that many abominated, 

Life magazine, discussing the Negro’s new political power, said: 
“If the decision is close, their 2,500,000 votes may be decisive in 
such key states as New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, Michigan.” 

White himself says in Liberty that the vote of his people is 
“so distributed that it can hold the balance of power in any reason- 
ably close contest in 17 states with a total electoral vote of 281.”

Egyptians Charge Prom- 
ise to Mohanimedans 
Broken by Mussolini. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Oct. 21.—(P)— 
Egypt’s capital section experi- 
enced its first air raids last night 
when Italian planes twice bombed 
a suburban area of Cairo and, the 
government reported today, killed 
one civilian and wounded — six 
others, 

The property loss was said to 
be negligible. 

The bombings increased Egyp- 
tian animosity toward tke Italians 
since they had promised there 
would be no raids on Egyptian 
cities during Ramadan, the an- 
nual fast of 30 days for Moham- 
medans. 

Searchlights sweeping the area 
caught one plane at high altitude 
but it was uncertain how many 
more were in the aitack. Anti- 
aircraft guns fired at them. 

Hitherto the air attacks have 
been confined to Alexandria, | 
where the British fleet is based | 
and the British have desert en- 
campments.

Judge Who Ruled Evi- 


dence Insufficient. 


John Wesley Ward, former civi- 
lian employe at the Atlanta federal 
penitentiary, was acquitted yester- 
day of charges that he smuggled 
contraband in to prisoners when 
United States District Judge E. 
Marvin Underwood directed the 
jury to acquit Ward, ruling that 
the evidence presented by the 
government “was wholly insuf- 
ficient to establish the case.” 

Ward, according to the federal 
indictment brought against him, 
carried on a brisk trade behind 
prison walls bartering cheap foun- 
tain pens and other articles cher- 
ished by the prisoners for pack- 
ages of cigarets. 

Chief government witness was 
Dewey Miller, formerly an inmate 
of the Atlanta penitentiary, now a 
prisoner of the Tennessee state 
penitentiary. Miller testified that 
he used six amytal tablets traded 
him to “go on a drunk.” Discov- 
ery of Miller in a stupor at the 
bottom of an elevator pit at the 
jail opened the investigation that 
led to Ward’s indictment and ar- 
rest.

HYDE PARK.—My trip home was uneventful. I was glad to 
be able to fly from Chicago to St. Louis for a few hours yester- 
day in order to see my young friend, Mayris Cheney, who is dancing 
there just now, and still get into New York 
from Chicago in the evening. I motored up to 
Hyde Park this morning in order to have the 
pleasure of meeting the governor general of 
Canada and his wife, who are spending the 
weekend with the President and his mother. 

Miss Thompson met me in New York and 
told me that that too many birthday cards had 
come on October 11 for personal acknowledg- 
ment to be possible, and so I am taking this 
opportunity to thank the many kind people who 
sent me good wishes on the occasion of my 
birthday. It is very thoughtful of people to 
wish me well and I deeply appreciate it, par- 
ticularly at a time when kindly words are not as often expressed 
as those engendered by personal bitterness. 

There are two books I read on this trip -across the continent 
that I would like to call to your attention. One of them, called 
“Guilty Men,” is written by a young Englishman whose nom de 
plume is “Cato.” The book has an American introduction which 
points out why we should have a special interest in it. 

As brought out in this book, the important point, to me, about 
the chronology of the years from 1920 to 1940 is that when indi- 
viduals and nations began to fool*themselves, they are building up 
a dangerous future. ~ You can fool yourself with high ideals and 
wishful thinking and refuse to face reality and the hard facts of 
the world in which you live. So many leaders of different groups 
in these past years have done this in one tragic situation after 
another. It is trite to say it, but the courage to face the real facts, 
and act upon those facts, is the thing we need most today. We 
must pray that here, in the United States, we will learn the lesson 
of the last 20 years of history and profit by it by facing situations 
that arise from now on. 

The second book is Hendrik Van Loon’s “Invasion.” He sent: it 
to me himself, and suggested that I do not read it at night for fear 
of being kept awake. I did not feel that way about it. It is fanci- 
ful, but no more fanciful than actual occurrences have been in 
many parts of the world. His estimate of what the people of 
Vermont would do under certain conditions is most encouraging, 
because Vermont is no different from the state of Washington, or, 
for that matter, any state in the Union faced with the same situation. 

That does not make the book any less important. The lesson it 
teaches is that it is not safe to believe, because your immediate 
surroundings look peaceful, placid and very familiar, that nothing 
unusual can possibly happen. In addition, it shows that time to 
prepare for any eventuality is vitally important. We must be will- 
ing to consider even the things that seem incredible if we are going 
to have time to meet successfully | an unknown situation.
